E x tr e m e Measures Against Turkey Ad* 
yoc lied by Many Representatives— 
New Senators From Utah 
Take 
Their Seats—Silver Bond Bill Dis­ 
cussed in Detail. 


Washington, Jan. 28.—The house 
Monday, after an interesting four-hour 
debate, adopted the resolutions passed 
by the senate last week calling on the 
powers signatory to the treaty of Ber­ 
lin to enforce the reforms in Turkey 
guaranteed to the Christian Armenians, 
and pledging the support of congress 
to the president in the most vigorous 
action he might take for the protection 
and security of American citizens in 
Turkey. 
The house committee had 
prepared some resolutions on the same 
subject, but it was deemed advisable, 
after the senate resolutions reached the 
house, to substitute them for those pre­ 
pared by the committee. 
Mr. Quigg (N. Y.), who had charge of 
the bill, made an able presentation of 
the case, but there was a disposition on 
the part of some of the members to go 
further than the resolutions did, and 
Mr. Hepburn (Iowa) proposed to give 
the Turkish minister his passports and 
sever all diplomatic relations with Tur­ 
key.- 
When the passage of the senate Ar­ 
menian resolution was announced Mr. 
Quigg moved that the senate resolution 
be substituted for that of the house. 
He made a brief statement of the facts 
which called upon congress to express 
Its indignation at the situation in Asia 
Minor. It was not necessary for us, he 
said, to inquire into the motives which 
actuated a European power which de­ 
cried the outrages in Turkey with one 
hand and upheld the sultan with the 
other. But, since European powers in 
the name of government and humanity 
had pledged the sultan, and he had ac­ 
knowledged the pledge, that liberty 
and conscience and freedom of worship 
should exist in every part of the Otto­ 
man empire, and that Christians should 
be protected from the Kurds, we had 
the right to summon those powers be­ 
fore the high court of good faith to ex­ 
plain why they rested Idly while 10,000 
Christian homes were destroyed, while 


worthy to have a place among the na­ 
tions.” 
Mr. Hitt (rep., 111.), chairman of the 
committee on foreign affairs, sought to 
stay the headlong enthusiasm with 
which Mr. Hepburn’s suggestion seem­ 
ed to meet by pointing out the dire con­ 
sequences that 
must 
follow such a 
course. Mr. Hitt said it would not do ta 
terminate all intercourse with a friend­ 
ly power which met all the demands of 
our treaties. 
“We want no friendly relations with a 
murderer,” shouted Mr. Hepburn from 
his seat. His sentiments were applaud­ 
ed by those who were favorable to rad­ 
ical action regardless of consequences. 
Our treaties with Turkey, Mr. Hitt 
pointed 
out, had 
served to protect 
American citizens. 
“But,” interposed Mr. Hepburn, “it 
has not stayed the knife or stopped the 
arm of the ruthless murderer.” 
Mr. Henderson (rep.. Iowa), speaking 
of the Berlin treaty, said graver respon­ 
sibility lay at the door of every civil­ 
ized nation of Europe that had power 
to enforce the contract upon Turkey. 
While he was opposed to war except as 
a last resort, he said: “I would be glad 
if every line of that resolution was shot­ 
ted with lead for the murderers of the 
Turkish government; not the Turkish 
minister, but the British bondholders, 
should bear the brunt of blame. 
Mr. Hepburn's resolution was then 
offered and Mr. McCleary made a point 
of order against it that it contemplated 
an act which must be approved by the 
president. The speaker overruled the 
point of order. An amendment was of­ 
fered by Mr. Taft (rep.. Ohio) which 
w as declared out of order, and Mr. Hep­ 
burn’s amendment failed by a vote of 
19 to 121. 
Mr. Bailey (dem.. Tex.) moved to re­ 
fer the resolution to the committee on 
foreign affairs without instructions. 
This motion was defeated—55 to 103. 
He then moved to refer it with instruc­ 
tions to report 
back the resolution 
amended so as to strike out all refer­ 
ence to the request to the powers to the 
treaty of Berlin to enforce the provi­ 
sions of that treaty. 
After transacting some minor busi­ 
ness relating to the District of Colum­ 
bia the house at 4:55 p. rn. adjourned.

Mr. Bailey thought at a time when 
we were maintaining the impropriety of 
European interference with the affairs 
of this continent it was improper that 
we should seek to interfere with the 
affairs of Europe. 
Mr. McCreary (dem., Ky.) supported 
the resolution because he thought the 
cause of the Armenians was the cause 
of humanity and justice. 
Mr. Hepburn (rep.. Iowa) in a bold 
speech advocated going even further 
than the resolutions did. Thirty thou­ 
sand 
Christians, he said, had 
been 
slaughtered by the unspeakable Turk 
because of their religious views. And 
what was it proposed to do? First, to 
make a mild protest, then express sym­ 
pathy with those who yet remained, 
menaced by peril and suffering grief 
for slaughtered friends. “They do not 
want sympathy.” said Mr. Hepburn 
Impetuously. 
“They 
need 
rescue. 
They do not want words, but deeds.” 
All the world knew that Great Britain 
&eld the Turkish bonds, and that her 
capitalists, to the extent of hundreds 
'Of millions, were interested in preserv­ 
ing the autonomy of the Turkish em­ 
pire. “That,” said he, “is what has kept. 
this foul blot on the map.” Russia was 
trying to get control of the outlet to 
the Mediterranean.

George carried a 
six-shooter in each hand, and was no 
sooner in the house than he began fir­ 
ing. Brown was shot in the cheek and 
Fleck received a bullet through his 
hand. 
Scarcely had the echo of the shots 
died away when John, eldest son of 
Brown, entered the house, and young 
Fleck began pumping lead into him. 
One bullet took effect in the breast, 
just above the heart, and another car­ 
ried away a big chunk of skin from his 
forehead. At this moment Jim. the 
youngest son of Brown, a lad of only 16 
years, attracted by the firing, entered 
the room. Realizing the situation, he 
grabbed a stick of stovewood and 
knocked the revolvers 
from Fleck’s 
hand. John Brown, Jr., although des­ 
perately wounded, reached for one of 
the revolvers and shot George Fleck in 
the back just as he started to run. Jim 
followed and caught him, clubbing him 
until he was insensible. 
Meantime the fearful 
struggle be­ 
tween the old men continued, and Jim 
returned to the house just in time to 


est report places the number of dead 
at fifty-four, though it is feared that 
the further exploration of the wrecked 
mine will develop the bodies of more. 
Reports of the number of killed have 
been conflicting, and there.is doubt as 
to the number of men in the mine at 
the time of the catastrophe. The first 
reports gave the number of miners in 
the shaft at flfty-four, but some of them 
escaped to the surface, bringing the 
body of one comrade with them. 
The pit was found to have caught 
fire, and the hindrance that this canoed 
to the work of the rescue parties added 
to the excitement and tension of feeling. 
It was only through braving the ut­ 
most peril that the living were able to 
prosecute their quest for the dead. 
The number of the dead removed 
grew from twelve to fifteen and then 
twenty, and the list of those known to 
have been in the fated shaft kept con­ 
stantly growing, and with it the num­ 
ber of bereaved families waiting at the 
surface. The last to come out brought 
w ith them five bodies. None have been 
found alive and it la not now hoped 
that any will be. 
It was reported at midnight that more 
bodies had been brought to the surface 
of the wrecked mine, and some of those 
who were in the mine have been res­ 
cued alive, and are able to tell some­ 
thing of the occurrence. 
A fireman, 
who made his way out of the death pit 
by a long journey, relates that he pass­ 
ed numerous men on the way who were 
unconscious and helpless and badly 
burned. He could do nothing for them.

The discovery that the axis of the | 
earth is not fixed in direction but that | 
it swings round in such a way as to 
cause the north pole itself to revolve } 
once in every fourteen months round a i 
circle ten yards in diameter is now gen­ 
erally accepted as an established fact, 
says the Pittsburg Dispatch. It is evi­ 
dent that such a wobbling of the earth's 
axis of rotation, small though 
it be, 
must produce some effect upon the level 
of the ocean at its shores, and an ex- 
' amination of the very careful records, 
which have been kept for more than 
forty years, of the height of the tide in 
the canal at Udder, in Holland, was i 
recently made for the purpose of det°r- 
minuting whether such an effect could 
be perceived. The result of the examin- 1 
ation showed that the average level of 
the water had varied with great regu­ 
larity, in a recurring period of fourteen 
months, ever since the tide records were 
| begun in 1851. 
The inference is that 
the regular change of level must be due 
to the swinging round of the axis of tho 
earth. The amount by which the level 
changes—a little less than five-eighths 
of an inch—also corresponds to the cal­ 
culated change that should result from 
the supposer cause. So we are gradual­ 
ly learning to appreciate how delicately 
the ponderous earth 
is poised as it 
' swings in its vast orbit round the sun, 
! and how even the mighty ocean re- 
■ sponds to the slightest tipping this way 
and that of the great axis of the globe.
